Primaries in Nebraska and Illinoi@ 
and a state democratic convention 
in Kentucky Tuesday added to the 
impressive total of convention votes 
for Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and brought cheer to the ranks of de 
mocracy.

An unusual situation, not general- 
ly appreciated by Bridge players, oc- 
curred in a recent Contract tourna- 
ment in Cleveland, in which only one 
of the contesting pairs reached the 
correct game declaration, 
tion is presented in the hand shown 
below. The problem involved was 
one of finding a discard for a losing 
trick in a side suit, in order to real- 
ize the full trick-taking power of 
the combined hands.

one diamond and scoring game. The 
bidding of North and South showed 
a keen appreciation of the trick-tak- 
ing possibilities of the combined hands 
and South’s bid of four spades, after 
his partner had supported both suits, 
was absolutely correct. When part- 
ner has shown support. a four-card 
suit may be bid as freely as a five- 
card suit, and the nature of part- 
ner’s bidding had quite clearly indi- 
cated the kind of support he held for 
the South hand.

Beer Move Attracts 
New House Support 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—(UP) 
The  beer-for-revenue movement in 
congress was revived today by the 
house “wet” bloc, with enthusiastic 
support from anti-prohibition forces.
